An intensive private investiga- 
tion has been conducted into the 
death of Freutel, who was first 
vice president of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank in St. Louis. 

St. Louis county coroner Ray- 
mond I. Harris and Kirkwood 
police termed the death a 


| suicide and closed the case with- 


out an autopsy. 
Autopsies’ performed later, at 


the request of the family, indi- 


cated that Freutel, 37 years old, 
may have been beaten before his 
body was hanged in the base- 
ment of his Kirkwood home. 
Pathologists’ Findings. 

F, William Freutel, in a long- 
distance telephone conversation 
from Los Angeles, told the Post- 
Dispatch: 

“The material in the private 
pathological report is largely 
confidential at this time, but I 
have cleared with all parties 
concerned and am delivering the 
following details at this time... 

“According to Drs. Victor B. 
Buhler and Ailan R. Moritz 
(pathologists employed by the 
family), it is impossible for Guy 
S. Freutel to have died from 
suicidal hanging or strangula- 
tion. 

“Dr. Moritz is the world’s most 
outstanding expert on forensic 
medicine. The findings are in 
direct contradiction to the state- 
ments made on the official death 
certificate signed by Coroner 
Harris.” 

The statement added _ that 
copies or the pathological report 
will be delivered to Kirkwood 
police, county police and Cor- 
oner Harris next Wednesday. 

Coroner Harris told the Post- 
Dispatch today that he did not 
think an autopsy was necessary, 
on the basis of information fur-

A proposed preliminary budget 
of $12,969,478 for St. Louis coun- | 
ty in 1960 was submitted to the 
County Council by Supervisor 
James H. J. McNary yesterday.

NEW DELHI, Nov. 14 (UPI)— 
The exiled Dalai Lama of Tibet 
charged today that the Chinese 
Communists who rule his land 
have deported 10,000 children to 
China and have embarked on a 
massive program of steriliza- 
tion of Tibetan men and women.

The company 
should have been out of business long before

Morris, president of Southern 
Illinois University, addressed 
civic leaders from the bi-state 
area at Pere Marquette Park. 
He and other university officials 
spoke at the opening session of 
a three-day conference called by 
the 16-member Pilot Committee 
on Bi-State Development. 

A growing metroplex, such as 
the St. Louis area, presents an 
increasing demand for the 
higher education and community 
services which only a university 
can provide, Morris said. 

“Answering this demand ade- | 
quately is almost always beyond 
the scope and ability of a single 
institution,”’ he said. ““Co-oper- 
ation, therefore, between all uni- 
versities in the area becomes a 
practical necessity.” 

The universities were urged 
to co-operate in research proj- 
ects in the fields of transporta- 
tion, communications, sanita- 
tion, recreation and urban de- 
velopment.
